Thackeray’s weakness meant the 
excess of sensibility ef a strongly ar- 
istic temperament, which im his

ef young men of his class. In later 
years it produced some foibles the 
mere visible te his contemporaries 
because he seeks to have been at ence 
singularly frank in revealing his feel- 
ings te congenial friends, and retic- 
ent or sarcastic to less congenial 
strangers. His censtitutional indo- 
lence cnd the fronical view of life 
which made him a humorist disquali- 
fied him from being & prophet after 
the fashion of Carlyle. 

The author of ‘“‘a novel without a 
hero” was not a “hero-worshipper,” 
But the estimate of his moral and 
intellectual force will be increased by 
‘a fair view of his life. If naturally 
indolent, he worked most energetic 
and under most trying conditions 
through many years full of sorrow 
and discouagement. The loss of his 
fortune and the ruin of his domestic 
happiness stimulated him to sus- 
tained and vigorous efforts. He work- 
ed, as he was bound to work, for 
money, and took his place frankly 
as a literary drudge. 

He slowly forced his way to the 
front, helping his comrades liberally 
whenever occasion offered. Trollope 
only confirms the general testimony 
by a story of his ready generosity. 
He kept all his old friends; he was 
most affectionate to his mother, and 
made a home for her in later years; 
and he was the tenderest and most 
devoted of fathers. His “social suc- 
cess” never distracted him from his 
home duties, and he found his chief 
happiness in his domestic affections. 
The superficial weakness might ap- 
pear in society, and a man with so 
keen an eye /for the weakness of 
others naturally reused some resent- 
ment. 

But the moral upon which Thack- 
eray loved to insist in his writings 
gives also the secret vhich ennobled 
his life. A contemplation of the or- 
dinary ambitions led him to empha- 
size the ‘‘vanity of vanities,” and his 
keen perception of human wes X- 
nesses showed him the seamy side of 
much that passes for heroic. But to 
him the really valuable element of 
lifé was in the simple and tender af- 
fections which do not flourish in the 
world. 

During his gallant struggle against 
difficulties he emphasized the satri- 
cal vein which is embodied with his 
greatest power in “Barry Lyndon’ 
and ‘‘Vanity Fair.” As success came 
he could give freer play to the gen- 
tler emotions which animate “Es- 
mond,” “The Newcomes,” and “The 
Round-about Papers,” and in which 
he found the chief happiness of his 
own career.—Leslie Stephen (Dic- 
tionary of National Biography.)

Head of Construction Department 

An American has been chosen by 
the Canadian Pacific to head the ce- 
partment of building construction, D. 
H. Mapes, for the past two years con- 
nected with the Canadian Pacific, but 
engaged for twenty-two years in build- 
ing construction work, and formerly 
vice-president of the J. V- Schafer, Ir. 
and Co., of I'ew Yokr Cty, one of the 
large constructon firms of the country, 
is appointed superintendent of building 
construction. He succeeds F. L. El- 
lingwood, resigned. This is-one of the 
very important posts on the railway, 
as the company builds its own hotels 
and takes a vital part in the construc- 
tion of its railway stations. There sre 
under construction at the present time 
about a dozen new buildings for the 
railway as well ay several large jcbs 
of remodelling ant repairing. All of 
this vast work will come under, the 
direction of an American. The tom. 
pany is noted for its recognition of 
the merits of the American in the var- 
ious departmerts of its organization. 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, the presi- 
dent, is an American, who, about thir- 
ty years ago, came to Canada to assist 
Sir William Van Horne, another Amer- 
ican, in the construction of the Canad- 
ian Pacific, now the largest transcon- 
tinental company in the world. 


Ranching Regulations 

In future, the maximum area in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
granted under lease to any one person 
for ranching purposes, will be one-half 
township, or eighteen sections of 640 
acres each, a total of eleven thousand 
five hundred and twenty acres. Appli- 
cations: for grazing permits on any 
land will only be granted after inspec- 
tion to determine whether the land in 
question is grazing or agricultural 
Where the farmers adjoining grazing 
land express their desire that this be 
retained as a commons for all to use 
for their stock, no lease will be grant- 
ed. Lessees must fence the area they 
obtain under lease. Leases will be 
granted for ten years, but existing 
leases will not be disturbed until ex- 
piration. 

Lessees Will be required to have one 
head of horses or cattle or fiyc sheep 
for every thirty acres. Thirty-three 
per cent. of the required etock must 
be placed the first year on each leased 
area granted. These new regulations 
are aimed to precipitate the develup- 
ment of cattle ranching by giving a 
permanency to tenure of leases. In ad- 
dition the provision cf grazing for mix- 
ed farmers has not been over!ooked, 
while as a further move toward the 
encouragement of stuck raising, 
homesteaders may now fulfil their du- 
ties by keeping and iaising stock in- 
stead of breaking land.

Comparatively few 
cities of Europe use high revolving 
chairs and many of these run their 
barber shops in connection with mea’s 
furnishing stores. 

In most European cities a hair cut 
and a shampoo costs six cents, and 
in parts of Londor a shave costs four 
cents. In some Italian cities one cent 
is charged for a shave and two certs 
for a hair cut, and in Turkey barbers 
take their entire pay in tips. 

Many German barbers make wigs 

and switches while waiting for cus- 
tomers and many French barbers 
do ladies’ hair dressing. Austrian bar- 
bers are compelled to serve apprentice 
ships for four years, on pay beginning 
at 41 cents a week and ending at $1.02 
a week, before they can own their 
shops. 
Syrian barbers seat their custom- 
ers in straight backed chairs before 
tiny wall mirrors, and fix queer 
shaped pans «bout their throats. 
Then they rub or with their fingers 
lather made from cheap soap. 

In India your barber calls at your 
house and shaves you every morning 
for $2 a month. : 

In China the barbers carry stools, 
small tubs, razors and scissors abcut 
the streets, stopping on the side- 
walks to perform their work, just as 
scissors grioders do in America. 


In no country is education the “gate” 
in fact the only entrance to employ- 
ment, occupations and professions, as 
in Germany. Almost every occuya- 
tion or calling except menial work, is 
barred to all except those who have 
succeeded in obtaining the one-year 
certificate or diploma, which entitles 
the holder to serve but one year in the 
army instead of two and to a large ex- 
tent practically determines his social 
and economic chances of the future. 


Uncrowned Kings 

Apart from the ‘act that he was the 
most succesrful chocolate manufac- 
turer in the world, W. Henry Menier, 
who died recently, had andther claim 
to distinction.

SHACKLETON GOES 
TO NORWAY GLACIERS TO 
TRY OUT PLANS 


A Preliminary Trial Expedition to be 
Made to Norway to Test Rations and 
Equipment Before Leaving For the 
Antarctic Cont'nent. 
With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 
Ernest Shackleton is about to make a 
preliminary trial expedition under Arc- 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor- 
way. This will b- for the special pur- 
pose of testing the rations for his trip 
across the Antarctic continent, which 
he hopes to make in four and a half 
months’ time.’ 

No party ever started out, without 

having food depots, to make such a 
distance as that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his men have made 
special preparations for the attempt. 
ey have, with the aid of the Royal 
Army Medical coips, evolved the ‘“per- 
fect ration.” It will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con- 
sumed by the average man, but it is 
believed it represents the highest nu- 
tritive value for polar travel. 
Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway to conduct experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sleds. 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers. While the 
cold will not be as inteuxse as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
the same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in the Antarctic. The 
party will test the effect and potency 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, the Endur 
ance, has been almost completely fit- 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
feet longer than his last ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beautiful specimen of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole kee! is made of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con- 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for coal, 
which will mean economy if it is de 
layed in the pack, as vhe boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly. When the oil has been used 
the tanks will be filled with water bal- 
last. 

The dogs, which constitute an im- 
portant factor in the expedition, are a 
cross between a wolf and a Scotch 
stag hound, and have been bred in 
Northern Canada. The lightest of 
them will turn the scales at eighty 
pounds, whereas the heaviest dog with 
tre last Shackleton expedition weigh- 
ed forty-five pounds. They have been 
selected bythe experts of the Hud- 
son Bay company and will be under 
the charge of one of the most experi- 
enced drivers from Canada, who was 
chosen by the commissioner of the 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

The latest appointments to the ex- 
pveditionary staff are Sir Philip Lee 
Brocklehurst. who was with Shackle- 
ton in 1907 and 1909 and who made the 
first ascent of Mourt Erebus, and his 
brother, Lieut. Courtney Brocklehurst, 
of the Eleventh Hussars Hundreds 
of applications for positions wth the 
expedition have been received. 


Magna Charta Septecentenary 

The 700th anniversary of the grant 

of Magna Charta by King John 
occurs on June 15, 1916. 

The Royal Historical Society is 
organizing a commemoration of® the 
event and has invited English, Am- 
erican and foreign scholars and oth- 
ers to form a general committee. The 
general committee will appoint aun 
executive committee to supenvise the 
arrangements necessary. Lord Bryce 
has consented to act-ag chairman of 
the general committee.

The event 
was of more than national import- 
ance, at the tim», and has exerted 
an influence over all English people 
down to the ; resent day.

On the cther hand the Women’s In- 
ternational leaguce organizes. trips 
abroad conducted exclusively by wo- 
men and women guides are always 
available for visitors to London. It is 
found that their services are greatly 
appreciated and mothers often ask 
for women who can meet their child- 
ren in London or at seaports on their 
journeys :o and from school. 

It is obvious too that in: shopping 
expeditions a male guide is useless, 
and there’ must be many foreigu, Am- 
erican and coloniai women now in 
London who would be glad of the ser- 
vices of a capable woman with an 
intimate knowledge of the west end 
shops.

SALE OF IMPLEMENTS 


Saskatchewan Government Appoints 

Commission to Conduct Inquiry 

A royal commission has been ap- 
pointed by the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment to conduct an inquiry into the 
manner in which the sale of farm im- 
plements is carried on in this prov- 
ince. They will make stch recom- 
mendations to the government regard- 
ing legislation as may be deemed de- 
sirable in the interests of both farm- 
ers and implement companies. The 
commission is comprised of the fol- 
lowing: Mr. Justice Newland, Mr. Jus- 
tice Lamont; Hon. A. Turgeon, attor- 
ney-general; Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
minister of agriculture, and J. A. Ma- 
harg, president of the Saskatchewan 
Co-Operative Elevator Co., and ex-pres 
ident of the Grain Growers’ associa- 
tion. A preliminary meeting will be 
held without delay, in order to map 
out the’course of the inquiry in detail. 
The implement dealers and the farm- 
ers are showing considerable interest 
in this latest movemen* of the govern- 
ment 


Three Crops a Year 

The Canadian farmer has reason 
to envy the man who can get three 
crops in one year out of his land. 

In South Louisiana, the crops 
adapt themselves to the season, so 
that land can be used continuously 
throughout the year. 

For instance, when corn ts laid by, 
peas are planted at the last plough- 
ing. These are grazed off by hogs 
and the land is ploughed immediately 
and sown in cow pens. These are har- 
vested in September, and the land 
ploughed and sowr in roots, rutabagas 
and stock )eets. These are fed in the 
late spring and the land is planted 
in peanuts. The peanuts are grazed 
off in September and early October 
and the land is planted in clover, A 
complete cycle of crops in which there 
is one or more legumes growing each 
year to enrich the land and all crops 
savo the corn aré-pastured.

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ARE SEARCHING FOR PIRATES 
FORTUNE SAID TO BE HIDDEN 
IN CANAL ZONE 


English Woman Headed Expedition ts 
Cocos Island, Which Meets With 
Failure—Othero Are Anxious te 
Take up tie Quest 


Maurice Eugene Gilmore, former 
head of the department of sanitation of 
the city of Panama, and at present 
manager of a large subdivision on the 
outskirts of that city, says that while 
nearly the whole world is now awake 
to the fact that fortunes may be made 
in Panama by good, hard work, there 
are still « lot of fortunehunters who 
expect to get their money by a much 
easier route. A short time ago the 
latest expedit‘on in search of the pir. 
ates’ treasure on Cocos Island return- 
ed to Panama confessing its failure. 
A few thousand dollars more in money 
and several lives have been poured 
into the quest, and the treasure rests 
as secure from the hands of modern 
argonauts ag it has been for nearly 
a century. 

About three years ago an expedi- 
tion organized by two English women, 
whose object in searching for the treas- 
ure was to devote it to charity in 
which they are interested in London, 
spent six weeks on Cocos, and came 
away confessing hat their plans had 
gone wrong. 

Mr. Mills encountered his adventure 
had finished there was not a man 
rating himself as a fool for engaging 
in such an enterprise. Yet when he 
had finished there was not a man of 
the dozen at che table with him but 
would gladly have enlisted his re 
sources and strength in another trial 
at the pirate’s treasure. Fortunately, 
they are all pvor, and could not raise 
the money among them to buy the 
treasure ship. 

“The expedition left England, made 
the Strait of Magellan, and then sailed 
direct for Cocos Island, which lies at 
the mouth of the Gulf of Panama, 
about 300 miles distant from the city. 
At that time of the year the surf runs 
high at Cocos, and it was impossible 
to land in the sLips boats, so with 
much tcil a raft was launched, and by 
this means the twols and provisions 
were put ashcre.. The work extended 
over tw) months. 

There are two well-known clues to 
Cocos treasure—the first that to the 


loot taken from Lima in 1818 by an- 
English sailor named Thompson, and 
the second thet to the treasure stolen 
from Vera Cruz in 1821 by the Span- 
ish pirate, Benito Bonite (Little Ben 
the Good). It was during the civil 
strife that followed the war for 
liberation from Spain in 1821 that 
Little Ben and his cut-throats  sur- 
prised the -reasure house at Vera 
Cruz in broad daylight and made 
away with the gold and silver on 
pack mules. 

They crossed the whole of Mexico 
and took to their ship, -which was 
waiting for them in a cove on the Pa- 
cific. The value of t'eir bcoty is var 
iously estimated ct from $9,000,000 to 
$29,000,000. They were not pursued, 
and yet the first thought appears to 
have been to hide teh loot. They 
made straight for the weli known wat- 
ering island of Cocos and there, in a 
caye in the side of one of the steep 
cliffs that rise black and steep above 
the water they hid their treasure. 

Mr. Mills said .hat there had been 
several slides of earth and rock along 
the cliff to which the bearings poirt, 
and that if the cave and its treasure 
were over there (he is skeptical just 
now) it would take a vast amount of 
excavation to reveal them. The labor 
involved vas too great for the re 
sources of his company, so the search 
was abandoned. ; 

The woman wh headed the exped- 
ition of two years ago, and was a 
member of this latest ove, is « matter- 
of-fact sort of woman past 50 years. 

“Our expedition failed,” she said, 
“for the reason that so many others 
have failed. We could not give suffic- 
jent time to the search. I kave the 
clue. I know where the treasure lies, 
and only work is necessary to uncover 
it. I am rot satisfied with the result. 
I shall return to London and organize 
a new company, and then try again.”
